The  basic  collection  is  concentrated  on  the  circulating  denominations 
from  I  Pfennig  to  1  Mark,  mostly  issued  during  WWI  itself  and  down 
until  about  1922  when  inflation  made  the  smaller  notes  practically 
useless.  After  going  through  most  of  the  notes,  we  would  estimate  that 
there  are  something  like  4500  different  ones,  including  many  complete 
sets,  and  the  actual  number  of  different  issues  may  be  even  higher.  Then, 
there  are  many  larger  groups  of  duplicates,  in  packets  and  blocks, 
numbering  hundreds  of  pieces  each  of  certain  notes  and  from  50  to  100 
of  many  others.  The  basic  series  includes  a  broad  selection  of  the  small 
notes  on  cardboard  (1-25  Pfennigs)  among  which  we  notes  2,  3,  15.  20, 
30,  70,  90,  99  Pfennig  notes  as  well  as  the  more  usual  denominations. 
As  is  almost  always  the  case,  many  of  the  non-duplicated  notes  are 
circulated  (they  were,  after  all,  designed  to  do  just  that!),  while  the  sets, 
packets,  etc.,  are  mostly  AU-Unc.  The  basic  collection  also  includes  a 
variety  of  the  higher  denomination  1918-1922  notes,  but  very  few  of  the 
common  1923  inflation  issues.  Overall  it  is  the  largest  and  most  varied 
such  starter  collection  we  have  seen  offered  since  your  cataloguer's  own 
collection  ol  some  6,000  different  was  sold  by  NASCA  a  couple  of  years 
ago.

In  a  series  of  mind-boggling  decrees  he  annihilated  all 
laws,  decrees,  judicial  proceedings  and  other  public  acts  (including 
marriages!)  since  his  departure;  all  officers  civil  and  military  were  not 
only  reduced  to  the  ranks  they  had  held  in  1802  but  were  compelled  to 
resume  to  use  of  the  old  uniforms,  complete  with  powdered  wigs!  Under 
these  circumstances,  the  patience  of  his  usually  good-humored  subjects 
was  rapidly  exhausted  and  a  revolt  broke  out  in  1821  that  could  only  be 
suppressed  by  Austrian  intervention.  Even  the  reactionary  Metternick 
thought  that  it  was  time  for  Victorio  Emmanuel  I  to  go  and  the  King 
abdicated  at  the  end  of  1821.

(leading  to  a  French  protectorate  of  that  territory  in  1881)  and  by  a 
pressing  need  for  money,  which  the  Germans  were  in  a  position  to 
provide.

ITALIAN  MINI  ASSEGNI 

During  the  1975-80  period,  large  quantities  of  notes  in  denominations 
front  50  Lire  to  300  Lire  were  emitted  by  various  banks — e.g..  Banco  di 
Napoli.  Tile  notes  were  issued  to,  and  bore  the  names  of,  commercial 
customers  of  the  bank,  so  they  could  make  change  in  day  to  day  transac¬ 
tions.  Since  the  Rome  Mint  was  experiencing  severe  labor  trouble,  and  was 
incapable  of  meeting  the  demand  for  small  change,  the  amount  of  coinage 
in  circulation  had  dipped  as  low  as  40c  per  person. 

As  the  Government  was  reluctant  to  issue  even  500  lire  notes  as  it  had  done 
even  into  the  mid-l960’s.  private  enterprise  had  to  step  in.  Although  the 
resulting  "Mini-Assegni"  notes  had  no  legal  tender  status,  and  were 
seldom  accepted  more  than  50  or  60  miles  from  their  place  of  issue,  they 
adequately  eased  the  crises  at  the  time,  and  form  an  active  and  interesting 
collector  field  today.  The  major  reference  work  in  the  field  is  Catalogo 
Unificato  Dei  Mini-Assegni  by  Edizioni  Alfa,  published  in  Italy  in  1977.

These  notes  were  put  out  in  World  II.  when  Thomas  de  la  Rue.  the  usual 
printer  of  Thai  notes,  found  itself  in  the  position  all  bank  note  firms 
dread,  that  of  being  in  the  middle  when  the  domicile  nation  (Great 
Britain)  and  a  client  Nation  (Thailand)  are  at  war.  (1942) 

The  British  authorities  on  receipt  of  Thailand's  enforced  Declaration  of 
War  prepared  the  wide  range  of  measures  such  a  state  of  affairs  entails, 
including  the  seizure  of  the  currency  plates  with  an  eye  on  a  possible 
counterfeiting  operation.  But  de  la  Rue,  anticipating  this  and  its  disas¬ 
trous  effect  on  all  its  foreign  customers,  took  prompt  and  drastic  measure 
within  minutes  of  the  War  announcement.  The  plates,  dies.  etc.  were 
immediately  consigned  to  the  melting  pot.  much  to  the  annoyance  of  the 
British  Government.  It  is  only  recently  that  Thailand  has  created  its  own 
note  printing  operation,  a  more  sophisticated  one  by  far  than  the  Map 
Department  which  did  these  notes.
